CIARAMELLO 
AND 


KUSTOM KULTURE 
ARTIST SPOTLIGHT

his month’s Artist Spotlight features Keith Ciaramello, 

an award-winning tattoo artist who owns Kustom 

Kulture Ink in Baldwin, N.Y. Ciaramello’s impressive 
work specializes in color realism and illustrative tattoos. One 
our writers was lucky enough to ask Ciaramello about his 
thoughts on tattooing, art, and life. 


Can you go into your background as a tattoo 
artist? 

| had always drawn since | was a little kid. | used to do all the 
flyer art for the metal bands | was in back in the ‘80s. After 
realizing that my career as a heavy metal drummer was cost- 
ing me 8k a year, | started looking for other options. 

The first thing | did was bring my drawings to comic book 
conventions.After a few runs at that | realized it wasn't for me. 
Then my older brother Kenny wanted me to custom paint 
motorcycles. The problem was that everyone | knew who 
painted bikes back then was all goofy from breathing in the 
fumes [laughs]. 
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God called me to tattooing. | didn't 
believe in God at the time, but looking back | 
have to admit the thought just came from 
outside of me..."be a tattoo artist." My broth- 
er introduced me to a guy named Frank 
Delisi. Frank liked my drawings and let me 
hang around his shop. Eventually he gave in 
and taught me the fundamentals. He also 
helped me get my first set up. İt was still hard 
to get into the tattoo world back then. That 
was 1993. After Frank's | went on to work 
alongside of some of the best tattoo artists 
on Long Island at several different shops. | 
was lucky to get in when | did. 


How did you go about opening your 
own shop? What was the decision 
process like? 
After about ten years of tattooing and man- 
aging a few shops for other people, | was get- 
ting burned out. | worked іп а lot of "get 'em 
in and out" shops, and was doing tons of 
flash. | didn't feel creative at all.A custom tat- 
too for me back then was a piece of flash 
with a few changes. 

| decided to leave tattooing and go into 
commercial art. During that time | worked 
for marketing and advertising companies, a 
lot of freelancing too. Eventually, | landed a 
job at World Wrestling Entertainment. My 
stay at WWE was great. | was treated very 
well and worked on high profile creative 
projects that are now a part of the WWE 
legacy. It was pretty hard to resign from 
WWE, but tattooing was calling me back. | 
had also seen a lot of layoffs in the commer- 
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cial art world. It was time to open my own busi- 
ness, on my own terms. Kustom Kulture Ink 
was born. 


What are the ups and downs of own- 
ing your place, of being the boss? 

In the last six years | have literally had a dozen 
different employees. | have just taken on anoth- 
er very promising group of artists, potentially 
the best yet. | try to see things from a teacher's 
prospective. | show them tattoo technique, 
machine tuning, art theory, painting technique, 
design, marketing, publicity...everything | can 
offer them. When you're a teacher, students will 
come and го. At best you have about four years 
to make an impression on them. You'll have 
some "graduates" and some "drop-outs," but in 
the end you can only be responsible for your- 
self. 


What would your job be 
weren't a tattoo artist?

The 
self proclaimed “punk rock’s fat brother” 
and “hip hop’s bastard” hit the scene as a 
solo artist in 2004 with High Class White 
Trash and has been jack hammering 
through the underbelly of hardcore white 
boy rap, gaining respect, fans, and an 
appetite for more along the way. 

Some people take summers to relax, 
put up their feet, and fritter their days 
away into a series of nothingness. Then, on 
the other hand, some people are like Big 
B, viewing the three month stretch as a 
nonstop marketing opportunity. B toured 
the country relentlessly this year promot- 
ing his fourth studio album, American 
Underdog, which not only featured his very 
own brand of liquid lava word flow, but 
also had appearances by some heavy hit- 
ters of rock from Unwritten Law and the 
Kottonmouth Kings. Talking about what 
motivates him when he’s creating a new 
album, В says, | just make records that are 
outside the box, | turn noise into music.” 





Just because we're rounding the 
corner on fall, though, doesn’t mean that 
Big B will kick back for a bit and not do 
a damn thing. When he’s not traveling 
the country doing solo gigs or teaming 
up with other Suburban Noize legends, 
B has deep roots running through the 
tattoo community that keep him busy.

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So first off, how 
long have you been 
tattooing? 

Almost ІІ years. 


What made you 
want to become a 
tattoo artist? 
Actually, | never had 
intended on tattooing. | 
originally just wanted to 
be a painter or illustra- 
tor. | went to art school 
for a couple years and 
just couldn't afford it. 
But | learned some valu- 
able skills and don't 
regret the experience. 





Then how did you get started in the tattoo 
industry? 

After art school | picked up. some odd jobs that | hated. l'm 
not really, sure. how, sot the idea of tattooing, | had no tat- 
toos and didn't know anything about the business. | just knew 
| needed to do something creative. | ended up stopping in to 
a local shop and showing the owner Chris Page my art port- 
folio. He agreed to teach.me.in a traditional apprenticeship. 
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So | did all that stuff like making my own 
needles, scrubbing tubes, watching every. 
tattoo. :*Ghris is. ‘really old school! Like 
single liner and eight rounds all day long. 
But he taught me the basics and | can 
never thank him enough! 


How would you describe your 
style? 

| really wouldn't, | try to leave that to 
other people. | guess most of my stuff has 
a common thread, but | tay tO really mix 
it up апа be good ас а!! styles. do most- 
ly realism stuff, but | really try аһа have a 
good understanding of traditional tâttoo- 
ing as well. | think it's impojftant as а tats 
too artist to have a good knowledge of 
different styles. 
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What are your favorite subjects to 
tattoo? 

| like to do anything that has life to it; like the 
female figure, portraits, or just coming up 
with a crazy design for some of the ideas my 
customers have.

My influences in painting would be: Salvador 
Dali, William Adolf Bouguereau, and 
Caravaggio; in tattgoing: Nick Baxter, Jime
